The information comes from the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics (BLS). 

The explanation of both points 
lies in the heavy amount of over- 
time performed by factory work- 
ers during the war-—a source of 
additional income which, in most 
plants, is virtually a thing of the 
past. They were paid for more 
work hours, and pay for overtime 
was at a higher rate.

The BLS says the average fac- 
tory worker—call him Smith—had 
n work-week -of about 45 hours 
during the last two-and-a-half years 
of the war. But this year he has 
been working only about 40 hours. 
In June he worked 39.9 hours. 

As a result—and in spite of 
wage increases—Smith’'s weekly 
pay is lower than in wartime. Ac 
cording to a preliminary estimate 
of the BLS, Smith earned $43.10 a 
week in June

What about his hourly earnings?’ 
Why haven't they risen something 
like 18'% cents? 

The answer is that the 18% 
cents was an increase in wage 
“rates.” That's not the same as ac- 
tual earnings, because when you 
calculate a man’s average hourly 
earnings you include both his 
etraight-time hours and his over- 
time hours A worker gets from 
50 to 100 per cent more pay for 
overtime hours than he does for 
straight-time hours, and the high- 
paid overtime hours pull up the 
average of his hourly earnings. 

According to the BLS prelimi- 
nary estimate, Smith was paid an 
average of $1.08 an hour in June. 
That's the highest hourly pay in 
history, vet it's only about six 
cents more than the $1.017 which 
was his average hourly pay in 
June of last vear, when the Jap.

The Commission is composed of.

25 percent of the State’s workers 
are employed in agricultural occu 
pations, with the trend toward 
fewer farmers all the time.” 


In one farming section around 
a medium-sized town in Middle 
Georgia, 200 tractors with com- 
| plete cultivating-equipment were 
placed on farms in one year, With 
each tractor displacing three farm 
families—the average size of these 
families being five persons—this 
area alone lost the need for 3,000 
people in one year, 

In Burke County, where cotton- 
picking machines are being used, 
even more families are being dis- 
placed each year. 

Dr. Aderhold believes the rem- 
edy for many of Georgia’s farm 
problems lies in providing ade- 
quate training for farmers and fu 
ture farmers, He says that “people 
who own farms should be smart; 

they should have a good educa 
tional background and extensive 
Pree in farm operation and 
management,” and is of the opin- 
‘ion that “it takes as much train- 
‘ing to be successful in the farm- 
‘ing business as is required for doc- 
tors, lawyers, or specialists in any 
other profession.” He is of the 
opinion knowledge is inducive to 
prosperity in the farming busi 
ness. 

“Three intelligent farm laborers 
with machinery can now handle 
the amount of work which was 
done by 30 farm families a few 
years ago,” he maintains, adding 
that “it is the responsibility of the 
agricultural colleges in the State 
to furnish the technical leader- 
ship for developing just such 
farmers, 

“The College of Education can 
provide the professional training 
for teachers who will train the 
farmers and prospective farmers 
in the State. At the present time 
there is a need for a fourfold in 
crease in the number of profes. 
sionally trained men to handle the 
problems arising from the advent 
of mechanized farming.” 

A partial solution of the prob- 
lem of farmer education is being 
brought about by the “on-the-job” 
farm training program put into ef 
fect recently for veterans of 
World War II. More than 100 vo 
cational agriculture teachers in as 
many communities attered 
threughout the State are giving in 
structions to veterans concerning 
the newest methods in agriculture

A SECRET, THOUGH 


Cotton Stalk 
Converted to 
Cheap Paper 


Cobwebs are gathering in Bob 
Thomas’ garage laboratory and 
only occasionally does he remem 
ber to bring out the big creamy 
block of cotton-like substance and 
the two pieces of cardboard that 
he has carefully laid away. 

But now and then he feels a 
twinge of rheumatism in his legs. 
He realizes he is 90 years old and 
he’d better get busy if he is to 
give a new paper formula to the 
world and reap any financial re- 
turns for himself. 

Thomas, who was born in the 
mountains of North Carolina in 
1856, and worked for years in 
paper manufacturing plants, has 
serfected a method of substitut- 
ng corn stalks and roots for wood 
fiber in the manufacture of paper. 

His method involves a_ secret 
chemical formula which he has 
worked out himself, Thomas said, 
but the resulting fiber is of a 
fine quality and would produce 
paper at far less cost than any 
method now in use. 

The aged industrial chemist, 
who lives with his late brother's 
family at 641 Cleveland Ave., S. 
K., said he hit upon the use of 
corn stalks through the help of a 
Mississippi farmer who knew he

$8,000,000 WAA ‘Bargain Counter’ Sale 
set In Savannah for August 1

SAVANNAH, July 27—~ When 
one of the world’s largest bargain 
counters opens for business here 
Thursday, many of the 1,200 arti- 
cles displayed in the $8,000,000 
sale will fit into U. S. history 
much like the segments of a giant 
jig-saw puzzle. 

The “bargain counter’ 
40,000 square feet of floor space 
at the Savannah Army Depot 
where the War Assets Administra- 
tion Aug. 1 opens a 30-day sale to 
dispose of a great variety of sur 
plus which originally cost the Gov- 
ernment $8,000,000, 

On display will be price-tagged 
items representing $4,980,000 
worth of clothing: $2,753,000 worth 
of textiles; $343,000 worth of hard 
ware; $190,000 worth of kitchen 
equipment, and $299,000 worth of 
miscellaneous articles, 

The “miscellaneous items,” for 
the most part, are reminiscent of 
important milestones in U, 5S. his- 
tory. 

TOUR OF DISPLAY 

Let's take a tour of the vast dis. 
play room with Carl J. Hale, who 
is in charge of the sale for WAA, 
Hale, still in his early 30s, has sold 
millions of dollars of war surplus, 
He is assistant to Wallace B. 
Shiver, Field Director of the Sa 
vannah area, who will have the 
job of selling an estimated $100,- 
000,000 worth of surplus in this 
vicinity during the next eight or 
nine months. 

We enter a warehouse at the big 
Army supply depot which sup- 
plied overseas troops during the 
war, The entire floor is filled 
with tables, lined in neat columns 
much like companies of soldiers.

WASHINGTON, July 27—4)— 
A $100,000,000 cancer control pro- 
gram was turned down by the 
House Saturday. 


The measure was defeated on a 
139-to-126 roll call vote after op- 
onents termed it “loosely drawn” 
egislation which would “promote 
chaos” in Federal cancer projects 
already under way. 


The bill sought authority for the 
President to “mobilize... an ade- 
quate number of the world’s out- 
standing experts, and co-ordinate 
and utilize their services through 
an independent group appointed 
bY him in a supreme endeavor to 
discover means of curing and pre- 
venting cancer.” 


Sponsors declared this group 
could attack the cancer problem 
in the same way experts created 
the atom bomb.

For 6,300 Teachers Yearly 


Georgia colleges -face,the almost impossible task of graduating 
approximately 4,300 white and 2,000 Negro teachers annually for the 
mext 10 years if the State’s public schools are to obtain an adequate 
number of instructors with four or more years of college training. 


Since Georgia’s institutions can- 
not meet such a need, the State’s 
educational picture is far from 
rosy, according to figures from the 
Education Panel of the Georgia 
Agricultural and Industrial Board, 

Training by out-of-State institu- 
tions will not help greatly, since 
Georgia draws a great majority of 
its teaching personnel from native 
pons and daughters. 

The colleges’ inability to supply 
these yearly graduates is coupled 
with the significant fact that the 
mumber of students preparing to 
teach has decreased to about half 
that of the year preceding the 
war 

Although the 50 percent pay 
raise for teachers will improve the 
situation some, it will not solve 
the problem entirely, school offi- 
Clals say. 

The pay raise is not expected 
even to enable replacement of all 
of the 3,578 white and 3,201 Negro 
teachers, considered inadequately 
educated for their present duties. 

Those considered inadequately 
educated have less than two years 
of college training. 

Georgia gradually was improv- 
ing the quality of its teaching per- 
sonnel prior to and including the 
school years of 1941-42, as there 
were annually fewer teachers 
with the four lower grade certifi 
cates and more teachers with 


i tional 


higher grade certificates. With 
the outbreak of the war, however, 
the quality was lowered, 

Of the number of instructors 
inadequately trained, according to 
a 1945-46 survey, 4,105 held coun- 
ty licenses indicating they had 
no college training. 
ers numbered 2,254 


instructors amounted to 1,851. 
For the same period, there were 
1.043 white and 695 Negro teach- 
ers who held class “A” certificates 
based upon one year or less of col- 
lege preparation, which also is 
considered inadequate. 

Holding certificates based upon 
two years of college preparation 
were 4,060 white and 1,828 Negro 
teachers, while those with three 
years of college preparation § in- 
cluded 2,561 white and 875 Negro 
teachers, 

Listed among those who have 
four or five years of college work 
were 7,829 white and 2,036 Negro 
teachers. 

Besides necessary replacements 
to raise the quality of personnel, 
new teachers are ‘needed to in- 
crease the quantity. For, accord- 
ing to estimates by county and in- 
dependent superintendents, 4,864 
additional white and 1,106 addi- 
Negro teachers will be 
needed by 1950-51,

American Wife Survives 
Nazi Rule by Ingenuity 


A marvelous example of the courage, the unconquerable spirit, 
and the ingenuity of an American woman living throughout the war 
in a Nazi-occupied country, is eharming Mrs, Frederic Calmeyn, of 
Brussels, Belgium, the former Kitty McEvoy, of Baltimore, who 
arrived a few days ago to visit her niece, Anne (Mrs. James) 
Kenan, in Brookwood Hills. Though the years were long and the 
hardships unbearable at times, like the thoroughbred she is, Mrs, 
Calmeyn came through the trials completely untouched by the rav- 
ages of war. 

Since her arrival in the States more thin a month ago, mem- 
bers of her family have scarcely left her side, for there were so 
many months when they heard nothing at all from her. In fact, they 
did not even know if she and her family were alive. She was 
accompanied to Atlanta by her sister, Mrs. Johnson Camden, whom 
she has been visiting at the latter's estate, Runnymede, near Paris, 
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for butter, and: heating her rooms with sawdust stoves were only 
a few of the experiences survived by Mrs. Calmeyn—a comely 
titian-haired woman whose sparkling vivacity is perhaps her chief 
charm, and who kept her delightful sense of humor even under 
Nazi rule! 

When the Nazis first went into Belgium, Mrs. Calmeyn and her 
children fled to Bordeaux. Her relatives and friends tried to 
persuade her to come to America, for it would have been easy then, 
but she preferred to stick it out with her husband, a leading linen 
manufacturer of Belgium. Consequently, within three weeks’ time, 
she me to Droogenbosch Chateau, just outside of Brussels, to 
join him. 

By this time there were Nazi officers quartered in her home, 
their tanks were drawn up in the park in front of her chateau, 
which is pictured here, and her staff of well-trained servants was 
receiving orders in German. But Mrs. Calmeyn viewed the situa- 
tion with her characteristic poise. When she sent her butler to the 
ranking Nazi officer to tell him he must use army orderlies in 
place of her servants, she was told that if she interferred with his 
orders, she would be sent into Germany to a concentration camp. 
But she was not to be downed. She promptly fired all the servants, 
and replaced them with peasants who. .were awkward and un- 
trained. The Germans, it seems, had no use for these. Later the 
officer sent her word: “Everyone must work, even Madame.” 

However, the lovely chatelaine of Droogenbosch refused to be- 
come ruffled. Being an American, she was clever enough not to 
call attention to herself by making demands, or by sending mes- 
sages. Which explains why her family never heard from her. It 
was the better part of wisdom, she thought, not to try to com- 
municate with them in any way, and history proved that she was 
right. 

In the meantime, members of her family in this country were 
using all the influence possible and nce! means at their command 
to get in touch with her. They appealed to the Red Cross, the 
Vatican, the State Department to contact her, all to no avail. 

In fact, it was not until the good news came through an Amer- 
ican officer—a boy with whom Anne Kenan grew up in Paris, Ky.— 
that her family knew of Mrs, Calmeyn’s safety. On being sent into 
Belgium with the American Army, it occurred to the officer, Maj. 
Dodge Whipple, that Anne had an aunt living in that country, 
about whom she was most anxious. However, all he could recall 
was that she was an American who had married a Belgian, and 
that her name was Kitty. He did not even know her last name, 
or where she lived. 

Undaunted by such odds, after the manner of American soldiers, 
he appealed to a Countess he had met in Belgium, and told her the 
story. The Countess did not happen to know Mr. and Mrs, Cal- 
meyn, but she eagerly offered her help. A few days later, a mes- 
senger galloped up to Maj. Whipple on horseback, and handed him 
a note containing Mrs, Calmeyn’s name and address. Of course 
he lost no time in going to call, and when he was ushered into the 
salon, there adorning the walls were photographs of Anne, her 
mother, Mrs. Camden, and other members of their family. 

The Calmeyn estate, an inherited land grant, which comprises 
thousands of acres, boasts, in addition to the chateau, of huge tracts 
planted to flax, numerous mills to convert it into linen, a pheasant 
reserve, a lake, a church, a farmhouse, the gate keeper's lodge, a 
school, an orphanage, and numerous other buildings. The only war 
casualty on the entire place was the church, which received a direct 
hit from a bomb. During the war the place functioned much as 
usual, except, of course, there was no coal (hence the stoves that 
burned sawdust), no butter, no sugar, and very little flour and other 
staples. “At our parties, we usually exchanged recipes,” laughed 
Mra. Calmeyn, “for someone was always enthusiastic over a new 
cake or other dessert that required one egg, one tablespoon full of 
sugar, or flour, or butter. And, of course, if we had the egg.called 
for, there probably was no sugar or flour. My husband threatened 
to leave home if he ever heard another recipe recounted.” 

The family also maintained a seaside villa at La Panne, near 
Ostend, that is, until a bomb demolished it. During World War I, 
King Albert and Queen Elizabeth took refuge there, and after- 
wards became warm friends of Mr. and Mrs. Calmeyn, who so 
graciously offered the use of their home. 

Of course, when the day of liberation came, the Calmeyns were 
overjoyed. “The thing I most enjoyed,” said Mrs. Calmeyn, “was 
seeing the Nazis move out on the run. Allied planes were bombing 
their tanks from above, and they cut down two long lanes of pop- 
lars at Droogenbosch to camouflage them. It was a Sunday after- 
noon when the English entered our village, and we went through 
the house gathering up all the flowers with which to welcome them. 
Then we went into the wine cellar and brought out a few bottles 
of champagne which we had hidden there just for this occasion. It 
was wonderful, and I can never forget how thrilled we were.” 

Mrs. Calmeyn and Mrs, Camden are two of the six beautiful 
daughters of the late Patrick J, McK voy, of Baltimore. The former 
married, and went to Belgium as a bride of 20 years ago, and has 
since that time become a social and cultural leader of Brussels. She 
is the mother of four lovely children, a son Bobby, who is 19; a 
daughter, Patsy, who accompanied her to America and is now visit- 
ing relatives in Kentucky, and two younger sons, Charles and John, 
who are students at a Jesuit college in Brussels. 

Mrs. Calmeyn arrived aboard the Pan American on its initial 
trip from Brussels to New York, making the trip in 20 hours. When 
she leaves Atlanta, she will go to Chicago to visit another sister, 
Mrs. Benson DuShane, Jr.

SAFETY MEASURES 

From the ever-increasing reports 
of boating accidents in Georgia, it 
would appear that even less atten- 
tion is being paid than usual to 
the elementary principals of “How 
to keep alive on the water.” Since 
so many have come to an untimely 
end handling small boats, a few 
proven rules on handling small 
craft might not be amiss. 

Boats and alcohol don’t mix. A 
small craft is inherently unstable. 
The load in a rowboat or canoe 
should be kept balanced. Don't 
stand up, If you can’t swim take a 
life preserver along, A good kapok 
| lite preserver is cheap and light, 
and may save your life. There 
_have been many instances of per- 
sons drowning who could have 
been saved if they had not tried 
to save by not buying life pre- 
servers. If your boat capsizes, and 
still floats, stay with it. In most 
cases, small craft including canoes, 
can be righted, and the water 
rocked out of them. In any event, 
a rescue can be effected from the 
boat, which will give the passen- 
ger ‘something to hang on to, If 
one remembers these few rules,

Nor will 
they be as susceptible to outside revenue 
opportunities as at least one unfortunately 
seems to have been. 

In short, the Congressional Reorgani- 
zation Bill is a good one. 

It should have been passed long ago. 

And even though, as one of its spon- 
sors, Sen. LaFollette, admitted, “it doesn’t 
meana leg’ lative millennium,” it is never- 
theless a considerable step in the right 
direction, 


Te Funds Appeal Review Board 


One .is not surprised to note that 1,300 
Atlanta firms and organizations already 
have signified their approval of establish- 
ment of a Fund Appeals Review Board 
to screen causes sceking to solicit con- 
tributions in the metropolitan area. 

Thousands upon thousands of dollars 
an: ually are given by unsuspecting citi- 
zens to unscrupulous persons misrepre- 
senting themselves as solicitors for osten- 
sibly worthy institutions and charities. 
Numerous appeals are also made without 
adequate preparation or a concrete goal 
and the money dissipated through mis- 
nanagement. 


The proposed Funds Appeals Review 
Board, as outlined by the Chamber of 
Commerce, would consist of 15 represen- 
tatives from reputable organizations. It 
would be authorized to pass upon the 
merit of all community fund-raising cam- 
paigns and to allot dates so that there 
would be no conflict between the various 
worthy appeals. 

It seems, in short, a logical approach 
to a growing community problem. The 
Constitution urges that some such sen- 
sible method of handling the worthy cam- 
paigns—and of outlawing the unworthy 
ones—be adopted.

By 1930 erosion, by rain and wind, had ruined an estimated 
100 million acres of cropland. In the South an approximate 30 
million acres were washed and blown away. A second 100 million 
acres was damaged.

Contour farming does it. 

Soil conservation also means terracing, rotation of crops, uses of 
fertilizers, legumes, planting of grasses, trees, ditching and other 
practices designed to save, rebuild and conserve the soil. 

Some projects are easy. Others require years of carrying out 
these practices, Last year about 14 million acres were subjected 
to conservation practices,

In most states bankers, railroads, business firms and, 
Interest now, churches, are interested.

Gordon Noel Hurtel 
And Jedge Briles’ 


So Chief Judge Nash R. Broyles, of the Geor- 
gia Court of Appeals, will retire at the end of 
his present term, which has two more years to 

run.. He stated last week he does not plan to seek re-election. He 
is 77 years old and it should be time he was taking a rest. 

He has served on that court for 32 years, three decades and 
more of most distinguished service to his profession and his State. 
He has won, during those years, the esteem and respect of every 
lawyer who has appeared before the appellate court. He is, today, 
one of the most distinguished living jurists in Georgia. 

When I first came to Atlanta this same Nash Broyles was Re- 
corder for the City of Atlanta, presiding over the police court which, 
if I am not mistaken, was in session only one or two days a week. 
He served with the same impartiality, the same devotion to the 
ideals of justice and proper interpretation of the law he later dis- 
Played on the appellate bench. 

In those old days, though, he was known to every Atlantan, and 
quite a few who lived elsewhere, as “Jedge Briles.” 


One of the top. reporters ever to work for an 
A Reporter Atlanta paper was then on the news staff of The 
Constitution. Old-timers all remember him, Gordon Noel Hurtel. 

Hurtel was always present at sessions of the Recorder's Court, 
Always he would find four or five little human interest stories. 
Usually they would have a humorous slant. They were about the 
Negroes who appeared in that court, on various charges. 

Hurtel would write these in vivid, brief paragraphs. His ability 
to reproduce the Negro dialects of Decatur Street in type was 
remarkable. 

His column would be illustrated with little pen sketches by 
Lewis Gregg or Bill Henderson, of the art staff. 

The Negroes, in Hurtel’s anecdotes, always spoke of Recorder 
Broyles as “Jedge Briles.” As “Jedge Briles’ he became a nationally 
known character, because of Hurtel’s column. 

I think, but am not quite sure, Hurtel was also clerk of the 
Recorder’s Court, for a few years at least. 


It was said of “Jedge Briles’” that he 
Wonderful Memory had an almost miraculous memory for 
faces, especially of the Negro defendants who appeared before him. 

They said that many times a Negro would claim he had never 
been arrested before. The “Jedge” would look at him and tell him 
he was lying, that he appeared in that court so many years before, 
on such-and-such a charge. This kind of thing awed the Negroes 
and they had a sort of pride in the “Jedge” and at the same time 
a fear of his memory. 

Il suppose because of the anecdotes by Hurtel, published in this 
paper, there came into being many others of an unprintable type. 
Told in Pullman smoking cars, in barber shops, wherever men were 
safe from feminine listeners. (The barber shops were masculine 
sanctuaries, then.) 

Off-color, but harmless, and never with reflection on the integrity 
or character of Recorder: Broyles. 

Some say it was this fame given the “Jedge” by Hurtel that 
brought him the winning votes when he ran for the Court of Ap- 
peals. If so, they served good purpose, for they thus gave Georgia 
a distinguished and brilliant high court judge. 


In writing a recent column for this space, I 
mentioned many of the former reporters and 
editors whose work contributed to the making of The Constitution 
of today, and through the past years. Inadvertently I omitted 
many names, including Gordon Noel Hurtel. 

I should have remembered him, for | edited much of his copy 
in those old days. His copy was remarkable because he was the 
only man I ever knew, or heard of, who stuttered on the typewriter. 
He could no more help it than can any stutterer control his speech. 
Hurtel’s copy often read, before editing, something like this: 

‘Late Ssssssssaturday afternoon, a rrrrrunaway horsssse, attached 
to a bbbbbuggy, caused cccccconsiderable excitement on Ppppeach- 
tree sassssstreet. .. .” 

Hurtel was, anyway, a grand reporter and he was, too, a great 
Boswell for his beloved “Jedge Briles.”

About 10 years ago a new brick school house was constructed 
in Tattnall County, and plans were made to broaden the educa-

Into it came criminals. The neighborhood became un- 
Not only were the children close by 
the penned-in hardened criminals, but occasionally there were prison 
breaks and dangerous men roamed the countryside. 

The enrollment of the little country school house—for all its 
newness—-dwindled. A short time later, the school closed its doors. 
The new brick building stood vacant a short distance from Tattnall 
State Prison. 

Now State Corrections Director Charlie Williams has asked the 
State Property Commission to buy that little school house for Tatt- 
nall Prison. He wants to restore it as a school house—a prison 
school house. Instead of grammar school children learning their 
“Three R's,” the little school will teach teen-age delinquents how 
to repair radios, automobiles, trucks, etc. 

“A vocational school would help us separate the juveniles from 
the hardened criminals,” Williams remarked. “It also would help 
us restore to useful citizenship the teen-agers who run afoul of 
the law. Most of these youths are city boys. It would be useless 
to try to teach them farming when they plan to return to cities 
to make their living.” 

If the building is purchased by the State, it no longer will stand 
in idleness because of its embarrassing nearness to a prison—it 
will move inside the prison and help restore youths to citizenship.

No Homebrew Homebrew, that otuts that used to be cooked 
up in the cellar, particularly during prohi- 


bition days, must be disappearing in Georgia. There apparently 
was little of it being made back in 1942, but its production stepped 
up right smart in the war years, because of the whiskey shortage. 
Now the State Revenue Department foresees no homebrew for the 
ending June 30, 1947. This rise and fall in the home 
industry is told by the tax collected on the sale of malt 
syrups. The Revenue Department collected $73.07 on these syrups 
used in making homebrew in 1942. It jumped to $757.24 in 1945, 
and then settled back to $156.14 this year. 

The sale of kerosene was unusually high during the past fiscal 
year. Only explanation given by tax men for this increase in 
kerosene sales was for operation of farm tractors—the farmers mix 
kerosene with tractor fuel. They predict a decline in kerosene sales 
for the new year, however, since the tax has been lifted on gasoline 
used in tractors. The tax last year totaled $366,708, and it rose to 
$449,168 this year. It is expected to go back to $350,000 next year, 

‘Tax men think that the sale of wine, which soared upwards this 
year during the liquor shortage, will settle back somewhat next 
year. The tax collection last year was $627,268, It hopped up to 
$834,081 this year. Next year the collection is expected to drop 
to $750,000.

A good example of this is 
“The Searching Wind,” which 
is now playing to average audi- 
ences at the Fox, Although it is 
a great story, by Lillian Hell- 
man, one of the nation’s fore 
most authors, it is suffering box- 
office-itis because it doesn't have 
any “name” stars. Had Gene 
Tierney played the part Sylvia 
Sidney handles it would have 
been a box-office smash. 

But the sad fact remains, 
moviegoers buy stars, not pic- 
ture titles.

I had intended to look up the 
Georgia contingent in Frankfort 
and in nearby Wiesbaden, I tried. 
I tried repeatedly. But it seems 
that Frankfort ig locked in secrecy 
against the.world. No phones for 
billets are listed, and Information 
will not disclose the numbers! 
There is no way to reach people 
except to go in person, which was, 
for me, impossible as (1) I did not 
_know where anybody lived and 
could not find out, and (2) I had 
no transportation! For the life of 
‘me I could not see why the de- 
'pendents’ phone numbers had to 
be kept a military secret! 

This cloistered existence is one 
thing which causes me to view 
Frankfort with disfavor. In Ber- 
lin, we are all “open and bored,” 
| (as one of our old family retainers 
| Was wont to remark.) Our street 
| addresses and phone numbers are 
listed for all to see. 

Another thing characteristic of 
| Frankfort, Kronberg, and outlying 
| districts, is the attitude of the 
Pag agpeny toward the Americans. 
It is not friendly. Here in Berlin 
we are not aware of hostility. In 
‘fact, we go about in a glow of 
good fellowship! And we do not 
find it necessary to lock up ev- 
'erything in the place, including 
ithe ice box! Grace Phillips has 
'to get the key from her chef when- 
|ever she wants a glass of water! 
|The cigarettes are locked up. The 
|cognac is locked up. Everything 
is locked up. And still the serv- 
‘ants steal, they say. I thought 
with great relief and gratitude 
of my faithful and honest three 
» » « My good, hard-working Ella, 
Otto and Lissa, who would not 
\Steal sO much as a crumb. If 
|I leave any food on my plate at 
‘meals, it is carefully put in the 
ice box, and never touched. Left- 
over meat or vegetables are never 
touched unless I specify that the 
servants are to have them. I have 
never missed a cigarette or a bar 
of BOAp

lik: great names of art are almost 
T without exception the names of 

men. AS a result, Women have 
been obliged to console themselves by 
believing that they are the “inspira. 
tion” of the artist. Musicians are a 
frequent support of this belief, for 
they would seem to have been partic- 
ularly susceptible to the influence of 
women, 

There was, for instance, Schu- 
mann and his Clara (the Clara who 
later did duty for Brahms). There was 
Wagrrer and his Cosima. And there 
was Tchaikowsky and Madame von 
Meck. No one doubts that the wives 
of Bach and Mozart also formed a 
protective circle in which 
these men were free to cre- 
ate works that have ever- 
lastingly enriched the hu- 
man spirit. 

Nevertheless, 
the claim of wo- 
men for inspira- 
tional roles in 
the creative gen- 
ius of men who 
have loved them 
very often turns 
out to be no more 
than a romantic 
afterthought. It 
is often devised 
at a later date 
by those who 
wish to simplify 
the great man 
into an easily 
recognizable hu- 
man being. 
They want to 
understand his 
work without go- 
ing too deeply 
into its myster- 
ious sources, or 
putting too much 
of a strain on 
their own Capa- 
cities. This is 
the reason why 
great men often 
turn into mere 
pictures of great 
men, usually 
with a woman as 
“inspiration,” 
hovering in the 
background, 
Chopin, how- 
ever, comes very 
near, in actual 
fact, to the pop- 
ular conception of the man of 
renius. He was born of a race al- 
ready tragically oppressed. He was 
attractive and winning. One of the 
most famous women of her day loved 
him and he loved her. Their affair 
was disastrous to him. And finally, 
he died young. But best of all, he did 
indeed, as he confesses, depend greatly 
on what we call “inspiration.” 

Everyone knows of George Sand. 
Everyone knows how Chopin was 
dominated, even bullied by her, in a 
half maternal, half slave-driving man- 
ner, how she nursed him during his 
iliness, how they lived together in 
Majorea, how her final abandonment 
of him drove him to despair, But they 
do not know as much about another 
woman, who, according to letters just 
discovered in Warsaw, may prove to 
have been an even greater influence. 

This woman was Countess Del- 
phine Potocka. 

The influence of George Sand was 
destructive. She was a woman of in- 
tense egotism and great brilliance, 
herself an artist, and, not content to 
be a mere inspiration. 

Countess Potocka was a very dif- 
ferent woman, less egotistic—and less 
brilliant too. It was she who estab- 
lished Chopin in Paris, at a time 
when he had not even the money to 
buy the white gloves so necessary to 
a young man of fashion. It was in 
her salon that he played before her 
friends. She was a musician, and

So it was to her that he poured 
out the story of his struggles and his 
ceaseless labors in his art. To her he 
told his opinions, his admirations, His 
letters when they are fully revealed 
will be priceless to musicians for the 
musical comment they contain. Of 
Bach he says, “The construction of 


his work resembles a geometric 
figure in which everything is in 

its place. Bach conducts those 
capable of understanding him to 

a gigantic telescope which per- 
mits them to admire the constellations 
of his art.””. Of Mozart: “So much in 
such a short space.” He even observes 
with clarity his own limitations, “Do 
not try to excite me to write sym- 
yjhonies,” he exclaims, “nor operas. 
i am a pianist above all...I have 
only the keys of the piano in my 
head.” And lastly, he pours out his 
love. “My Finkelko” (as he calls her) 
“at night my etudes must take your 
lace by my side.” And he says, “If I 
lave a child by you, and if he inherits

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known as the source of buckwheat 

cakes for the breakfast table, has 
become a hero of the medical world. 

It is providing doctors with rutin, 
a tasteless, bright yellow drug that 
has proved effective in preventing 
hemorrhages which often result In 
apoplexy, blindness and death. 

Rutin’s use in medicine is so recent 
that, though demand for it is spread. 
ing, it is not yet on the open market. 

Once it is in commercial produc- 
tion in quantity (which is likely by 
autumn) farmers, as well as persons 
suffering from high blood pressure, 
will benefit. U. S. Department of 
Agriculture experts expect that even- 
tually 50,000 acres of buckwheat 
plantings will be required each year 
to supply the drug. 

First discovered a century ago in 
the strong-scented, yellow-flowering 
herb known as garden rue, rutin was 
used for a time as 4 dye, Not until 
1941 were its medical properties 
suspected. Credit for this goes to Dr. 
James F. Couch, who is In charge of 
tobacco chemical studies at the East- 
ern Regional Research Laboratory of 
the U. S. Department of Agriculture 
near Philadelphia.

Earlier investigations of industrial ° 


uses of tobacco had shown that the 
leaves of bright or flue-cured tobacco 
yielded appreciable quantities of rutin, 
Dr. Couch had studied the work of 
the Hungarian, Nobel Prize-winning 
bio-chemist, A. Szent-Gyorgyl, who not 
only developed Vitamin C but also a 
crude extract of “Vitamin P.” Pure 
Vitamin P is still a missing substance, 
but it is known that it will strengthen 
weakened small blood vessels.

In rutin Dr. Couch, as a detective- 
scientist, found a structure which 
from chemical considerations should 
have the action attributed to Vitamin 
P. He interested the University of 
Pennsylvania in making clinical tests 
of rutin. 

These tests were begun In 1942 by 
Dr. J. Q. Griffith, Jr., of the Uni- 
versity’s Robinette Foundation and 
Hospital. 

The drug, non-poisonous, was ad- 
ministered in tablet form through the 
mouth to patients suffering from 
high blood pressure associated with 
“increased capillary fragility.” 

“Increased caplllary fragility” 
means simply that the sufferer has 
weakened small blood vessels, 

The weakening in the walls of 
these small blood vessels may be 
compared to the weakening of a 
garden hose. When the garden hose 
breaks, the water spouts out. When 
the weakened blood vessels burst, 
small hemorrhages occur which may 
result, when the break occurs in the 
eye or brain, in blindness or apoplexy. 

A person with high blood pressure 
whose small blood vessels are also 
brittle is about 24 times more likely 
to suffer an apoplectic stroke or 
blindness than a similar person whose 
blood vessels are normal, “ 

Rutin restores the normal strength 
of the small blood vessels and thus 
gives such patients a greater chance 
to avoid more serious consequences. 

Dr, Griffith’s early tests with rutin 
were so’ rapidly successful and the 
expanding demand for the drug was 
so great that flue-cured tobacco soon 
became an uneconomic source of

Last summer the Government 
laboratory harvested a stock of preen 
buckwheat plants. Their flowers and 
green leaves were placed in a tank 
and mixed with alcohol. The result- 
ing solution was drawn off into a 
vacuum still ‘The mixture was dis 
tilied, leaving a residue of crude rutin. 
This residue was refined. The result 
was 20 pounds of pure rutin, more 
than had ever before been isolated. 
It was far cheaper than any pre- 
viously produced. Buckwheat costs 
only $10 a ton, against the former 
price of $1,000 a ton for tobacco. 

The precious 20 pounds of rutin 
were doled out in samples to more 
than 100 physicians and pharmacol- 
ogists for clinica] studies. 

Dr. Griffith himself has treated 
more than 300 patients and reports 
the possibility of apoplexy or blind- 
ness has. been reduced 25 per cent by 
treatment with rutin. The same story 
was reported from clinics both in the 
United States and, Scotland. ' 

That’s where the. experiments 
struck a serious snag. 

Both Dr, Couch and Dr. Michael J. 
Copley, chief of analytical and phys- 
ical chemistry at the Government 
laboratory, say demand has excecded 
all expectations. It has depleted the 
stock on hand, 

They state further that since pro- 
duction is seasonal, coming at a time

when the buckwheat is In flowe 
there can be no further Supplies until 
late summer, 

As for its medicinal value, D1 
Griffith emphasizes that rutin is not 
a curative, It is a prophylactic 

Dr. Griffith makes no claim that 
rutin can help those who have already 
suffered a stroke. Once a stroke has 
occurred, he explains, it may alleviate 
but cannot cure the stroke’s effects 
It can only return the weakened blood 
vessels to normal, thus permitting 
them to fight off pressure created by 
hypertension and thus reducing the 
possibility of further hemorrhage, 

Rutin’'s commercial importance 
rests, in part, on the fact that patients 
must continue the regular use of the 
drug indefinitely, ‘That, in turn, 
creates a continuing market. 

Four drug manufacturing firms 
are collaborating with the laboratory, 
which offers the process free. 

Dr. Couch estimates medicinal! 
needs for this year at 10,000 pounds 
In time, he believes, 1,300,000 pounds 
of rutin will be needed annually “to 
meet the medicinal requirements in 
this country.” 

This means a boon to buckwheat 
farmers who now grow one crop a 
year on poor, hilly soil. Because 
buckwheat for rutin is cut as soon as 
the plant flowers, they will now be 
able to harvest three crops a year. 
That, in turn, will push their present 
earning of $30 an acre up to $90, 
agriculture experts believe, 

Little wonder that buckwheat has 
become a hero.

AR marriages 
are cracking 
up.

emotional adjustment, and just plain 
day-by-day living together which 
might help them in meeting their 
problems more successfully than 
they do 
Take the case of Sergeant Harry. 
He was married in 1937, just after 
high school graduation, to his school

a matter of fact, divorce is seldom or 
never a solution for all domestic dif. 
ficulties. THE ONLY THING ONE 
CAN EXPECT FROM DIVORCE IS 
A DIFFERENT SET OF PROBLEMS 
TO WORK WITH, OR THE OLD 
ONES IN A NEW SETTING. 

That young people lack such ele. 
mentary understandings is not their 
fault. When they are given an oppor- 
tunity to discuss and receive help on 
their problems they respond enthusi- 
astically and with honest motives, All 
my experience as an educator has 
proved this. Particularly my latest 
experience when I taught classes in 
marriage and family relations at the 
American university for GIs at Flor- 
ence, Italy. My time every afternoon 
and often in the evenings was taken 
with personal conferences, Sergeant 
Harry, Private Dill, Lieutenant James, 
and many others brought in their 
problems. 

One boy reflected the sentiments 
of many when he asked, “Why haven't 
we been helped with some of these 
problems before now?” 

Private Bills parents were di 
vorced when he was ten. He was 
given to the custody of first his fa 
ther and then his mother, His loyal 
ties were constantly divided. ‘Today 
he is torn emotionally. 

Lieutenant Elwood, before’ the 
war, had secretly married a girl be-

low his cultural level, Soon alter the 
birth of their baby the wife had to be 
committed as a mental patient, 

In the army, Lieutenant Elwood, 
who was supporting his child ina fos 
ter home, became engaged. ‘Then he 
learned his state had no provision for 
a divorce on grounds of mental de 
rangement. He might have moved 
to another state but his fiancee’s fam 
lly now opposed the marriage and 
the engagement was broken. Baffled, 
he plunged into dissipation, 

While Lieutenant Elwood's situa 
tion was more complicated than the 
average, his background was typical. 
Ignorance, lack of helpful guidance, 
no one with whom he could discuss 
problems, idleness and irresponsibil 
ity in a large city, no understandin, 
of social obligations. 

Day after day men raised these 
questions about marital problems 
until even IT echoed the GI's question, 
“Why haven't our schools, homes, anc 
churches helped these young people’ 

The error we must puard apainst 
is thinking that these problems a) 
Unique to men who were in the mil 
tary service, EKVERY YOUNG MAN 
AND WOMAN IN \MERIC/ 
COULD PROFTT BY FRANK, FION 
EST, SINCERE ITIELP on matters of 
marriage, emotional adjustment, and 
family life. We have failed miserably 

Until we honestly face the prob 
lem of proper education, we shat 
continue to tail 
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strain but a sensitive patriot’s solicitude for the 
restlessness which had come upon young people 
in Nepal, following the war. 

This “juvenile delinquency,” this refusal of 
war-working women to go back to the tedium 
of their previous lives, distressed Maharajah 
Joodha, He worried about what he heard and 
saw, when he took his walks about the country- 
side. ‘The girls shouted bold words to young 
veterans home from the wars. Those veterans 
no longer had a_ protecting, respecting attitude 
toward the young women. 

The Maharajah discovered that the young 
soldiers of Nepal were being much too free with 
their khukris, broad-bladed knives. In some in- 
stances, they were actually killing the sacred cows! 


NLY two offenses in Nepal are punishable 

with death. One is homicide, The other is 
killing a cow, 

These “bovicides, 


which happened too often, 
were only part of the unrest that caused the 
Maharajah deep concern. ‘The restlessness of 


the men also possessed the women. During the 
war many of the girls of Nepal had been porters, 
carrying goods from the border up to Katmandu, 
and other towns 

In these travels, the girls had lost their sim 
plicity. They had earned (and spent) their own 
money. They no longer fancied a life of sitting 
at a cottage door, picking over the rice for dinner, 
listening to a husband's stories of the war. Those 
women wanted action! The Maharajah was In. 
formed that in one local court a husband had 
complained: 

“Why, that wife of mine actually talks as if 
she were the same as a man—-as good as a man!” 

Maharajah Joodha wondered, Were women as 
good as men? Up to then it hadn't been so 
agreed in the Orient. In eastern countries women 
were generally segregated behind curtains, veiled 
when they went out. A woman had virtually no 
share in her husband's life beyond his home. 

The Maharajah Joodha did believe In women’s 
“rights,” with moderation. He already had 
abolished suttee—the custom that required a widow 
to throw herself upon her husband's funeral 
pyre. He also had abolished child marriages, 
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“New ideas from other lands are taking pos- 
session of our women too suddenly,” he thought, 
“and are causing no end of confusion. Would 
that our gods would raise us up a prophet to 
retire and meditate and, out of his holy silences, 
find for us the true answers!” ; 

One day he came upon a young peasant lad 
nursing his sore feet by the roadside. Near him 
were new shoes, of European make. The boy, 
when the Maharajah asked the trouble, answered 
quickly: 

“It's the times,” he grumbled. “I cannot crowd 
my feet into these shoes and walk nor even 
hobble. Nor can I go barefoot, as my fathers 
went. For I lack the thick calluses they grew on 
the bottoms of their feet. I am but a poor hob 
bled wretch, ruined between the customs of the 
old age and the new.” 

The Maharajah walked 
on, much disturbed, For the 
boy had summed .up_ the 
whole problem. 

A story related to him by 
one of his secretaries made 
him ponder even more, 

In accordance with Nepal 
custom, the commanding of. 
ficer of a company of soldiers 
had heard the evi 
dence in a divorce 
suit brought by one 
of his nten and then 
granted the  hus- 
band a decree. 

Afterwards, the 
officer was sur- 
prised to see the 
the soldier detain 
his wife, and plead 
with her earnestly. 

“Perna np s,- 
thought the officer, 

“that divorce was 
too hasty.” He said 
so to the soldier,

who, with a show of indignation, burst out: 

“By the Prophet, no! I am glad to be 
rid of that woman. But I am not glad to be. 
rid of my umbrella which this woman gave 
to that other fellow.” 

Wives in Nepal are more numerous than 
umbrellas, Yet the Maharajah wondered If 
the men of Nepal were not setting a dispro- 
portionate value on a material possession. 
Perhaps a wife was worth more than an 
umbrella, even though these had to be im- 
ported. Again he sighed for a prophet, to 
meditate and find the answer. 

Neither Brahma, Vishnu, Siva, of the 
Hindu gods, nor Buddha, to whom also the 
Gurkhas pray, raised up such a leader, 

Not long ago, the Maharajah’s 70th birth- 
day was celebrated with prayers at sunrise, 
the feeding of the poor, and a garden party 
in the late afternoon. That night the 
troubled old ruler reached a momentous de- 
cision, Since the gods had not seen fit to 
raise up any other prophet, he would turn 
prophet himself! In a pilgrim’s sackcloth, 
in holy solitude, he would pray and meditate 
for Nepal. 


HE next day, there was a resplendent cere- 

mony in the palace of 400 rooms. His 
Highness, Maharajah Sir Joodha lay aside 
his Prime Ministry. In the presence of his 
crimson clad officers under the radiance of 
a dozen cvystal chandeliers, while rose petals 
were strewn and knees were bowed and 
heads and hearts were lifted up, he placed 
on the head of his kinsman and heir, His 
Highness Maharajah Sir Padma Shumshere, 
the hereditary crown of Minister Marshal 
of Nepal. 

The new minister, who, as commander- 
In-chief of the armies of Nepal, led troops 
in World War I and II, and succeeded Sir 
Joodha as Maharajah by virtue of a charter 
of 1846 which secured perpetual right to 
the office to the eldest male descendant of 
reigning Maharajahs, stepped outside, to ad 
dress the throngs. The old minister, letting 
himself out by a door in a wall behind the 
palace, mounted his pony and set out upon 
his pilgrimage.

‘The 
restlessness seems to be abating. The young men 
and women seem to be more sympathetic with 
one another, more understanding. 

Today when troubled questions arise, and the 
back tide of despair threatens, the people think 
of Maharajah Joodha and take heart again. 

“These be but transient troubles,” they say. 
“For has not our saintly leader retired to holy 
River Gundaki to meditate in our behalf? Will 
he not, in good time, bring the Prophet's blessing 
down upon our heads, just as it was in Nepal, 
long ago, in the glorious days of our honored

ISS BETSY DAVIS, the famous

near-by Laconia.

Bennett says he could solo a 
couple of his students now, if the 
law permitted. Like Betsy Davis, 
however, he realizes that there isn’t 
much to be done about that. 

Except wait. As Betsy says, “I’m 
nearing 11 already,” 
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Eniac, Which Can Do a Month's 
Figuring in Three Hours, Will 
Speed the Exploration of Weather 
Forecasting, Atomic Energy and 
the Astronomic Mysteries 
of the Universe. 


The Power of Mathematics, "the Queen and Handmaiden of 
Science,” Will Be Increased a Thousandfold by the Electronic 
Numerica! Integrator and Computer, Eniac. 
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GIGANTIC electronic comput- 
ing machine that can solve 
the most complex problems 

as easily as you can add 2 and 2 has 
recently been completed by scientists. 

The machine can add 5,000 pairs 
of numbers in one second, More com- 
plicated operations than addition re- 
quire somewhat more time, It’s the 
robot version of,that famous slogan: 
“The difficult we do immediately; the 
impossible takes a little longer.” 

The machine not only will relieve 
scientists from tiresome mathematl- 
cal computations, but also will open 
the way to study new problems in 
nuclear physics, air engineering, and 
meteorology. ‘There are many un- 
solved problems in these fields that 
have not been tackled simply because 
the length of time required for com- 
putation and checking is prohibitive. 

The full name of the “padyget"” is 
Klectronic Numerical Integrator and 
Computer, or Eniac for short. It was 
built under the supervision of Dr. 
John W. Mauchly of the Moore 
school of Electrical Engineering, Unil- 
versity of Pennsylvania, for the Army 
Ordnance Ballistic Research Labora- 
tory at Aberdeen, Md. 

Eniac uses 18,000 vacuum tubes, 
Compare this with your five-tube ra- 
dio or even with the 400 tubes in the 
world’s largest radar set. 

Eniae cost about $400,000, which 
Included research. It took a little 
more than two vears to build. 

The idea un- 
derlying Eniae 
is fundamen- 
tally the same 
as that of the 
adding or cal- 
culating ma- 
chine popular 
in business of- 

fices. But Eniac stands in relation 
to them the way the 100-inch astro- 
nomical telescope does to the five- 
and-dime viewing glass of the young 
hobbyist. 

Here are some miracles Enliac ac- 
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complishes off-hand: 

During the war, army ordnance 
wanted a new table of angles for 
cannon firing. It took a month to 
set it up with ordinary calculating 
devices. Eniac produced the same 
table in three hours. 

A weather forecaster’ took six 
weeks to solve a problem in predic- 
tion. -during which time the weather 
changed dozens of times. Ieniac 
cracked the puzzler in a few hours. 

An astronomer spent 15° years 
figuring out a part of the mystery 
of aurora borealis. I:niae checked his 
results in a month, 

The possibilities of Eeniac are ovet 
whelming. For instance, there's a 
fundamental problem in nuclear 
physics which scientists have simply 
never bothered to solve. Up to now 
it would have taken 100 years for one 
man to .get the answer, (Because 
each step depends on the one before, 
you eouldn’t use 100 men to mass-pro 
duce an answer in one year.) 

IEniac now brings the answer with 
in the working life-span of scientists 
We can expect the solution in another 
year or two, 

The practical applications of Eniac 
are manifold. It will make weather 
prophesying more precise. 

Keniac has two small assistant ro 
bots to help it. One feeds informa 
lion and questions into it on punched 
cards. ‘The other takes out answers 
and records them also on cards, 

The idea for an albelectronie al) 
purpose computer came to. Dr. 
Mauchly after he became ove 
whelmed with probléms. in weathe: 
study and physics that required 
wholesale and tedious liguring. ‘The 
caiculating ate up a great deal ol! 
valuable time that might have been 
spent in studying new problems. He 
conceived the idea of having an aut: 
matic device that would turn out 
Answers on an “vAssemblyv- line basis. 

Together with J. Presper Eckert, 
Jr., a recent graduate of the Moore 
School, he went to work on an elec 
tronic machine, He received enthus) 
astic support from Captain Herman 
Goldstine, army mathematical and 
ordnance authority, and Colonel Paul 
N. Gillon, then assistant chief of re- 
search for ordnance. 

Fniac is the latest of several 
super-calculating devices developed in 
recent years, In 1940 the Bell Tele 
phone Laboratories announced the 
production of a calculator that uses 
Standard telephone equipment. Its 
attainments are more modest than 
those of Eniac. Its most advanced 
operation is working with complex 
and imaginary numbers, Itself no 
mean accomplishment, this is some 
thing Eniac takes for pranted as a 
minor detail. 

In the fall of 1944, a 35-ton calcu 
lating machine was presented to Has 
vard University by the International 
Business Machines Corporation. This 
giant performs the same tnarvels as 
Eniac but. incorporates mechanical! 
principles rather than eleetronie. 

Like KEniae the Harvard mathe 
matical brain was designed to explore 
uncharted areas In pure mathematic: 
and in practical scientific problems. 
For instance, the machine quickly un. 
covered 11 mistakes in one standard 
formula that was in wide use and 
took. several years to work out by 
normal means, 

‘The Harvard machine contains 500 
miles of wire and 3,000,000 wire con 
nections, 

Mathematics has been called the 
queen and handmaiden of science 
Without it some of the preatest scien 
tific discoveries could not have been 
made. Machines like Eniac have now 
increased its power a thousandfold 

Mankind has certainly come a 
long way from the primitive aading 
machines consisting of a series of 
beads strung on a rope.

For flunking his second saliva test 
here two years ago, Johnny was set 
down during October for the balance of 
the season which ended on November Ist 
This inhuman punishment passed almost 
unnoticed although some of the more cyni 
cal thought Coburn rated the award as the 
man who had done most for racing during the 
year for proving that the saliva test does work, 
sometimes, after all. Racing moguls paused in the 
act of counting dividend coupons long enough to 
explain that the other rap against Subcutaneous 
Johnny originated outside New York, 

Geography also carried more weight than the 
Decalogue with the Jockey Club when it was called 
upon to act in the famous Don Meade case, back 
in 1939. Two years previously, Meade had been 
ruled off in Florida when caught red-handed, bet 
ting with a gambling syndicate on horses other 
than his own mounts in races in which he partici- 
pated. Reduced to blunter verblage it means that 
he is selling out the public. After a year on the 
ground in Florida, Meade was reinstated there. 
That let him eligible to apply for a license in New 
York. One would assume that the best people of 
the turf would get shoulder to shoulder and form 
a cordon to keep the venal jockey from ever again 
setting foot on a New York track. Actually, this 
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is what 

happened 
George Bull, 
steward of the Joc 
key Club at that time, 
engaged Meade to ride his horse, Volitant, in the 
Klamingo Stakes, at Hialeah, while his applica 
tion was pending before the Jockey Club. George 
Odom, who trained for Marshall (I Want To Die 
Broke) Field, tiled Meade up to a contract. George 
Widener, nephew of the late Joseph E., in those 
days the most influential racing man in America, 
stubbed his aristocratic bunions in his rush to get 
second call on Meade’s services “after he is rein 
stated.” Only William Woodward held out against 
Meade, warning that if he were reinstated in New 
York, it would have a bad effect on other riders. 


p) RSP Ite Mr. Woodward's objections, the Jockey 
Club issued a license to Meade. What do you 
suppose its reason was? ‘That Don's offense had 
been committed in Florida and that, since Florida 
had reinstated him, there was no black mark 
against him in New York.

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the men responsible for this insult to racing fans 
everywhere many reasons to regret their verdict. 
The 39th and last offense for which Meade was 
suspended occurred in Mexico City a year ago 
last winter when he publicly insulted Mexican rac- 
ing officials and the Mexican ple. That was 
too much even for the Jockey Club. 


NE of raeing’s protective devices that is more 
showy than effective is the salivatest. Thisis 
supposed to reveal whether a horse has been stim- 
ulated. After the race, the winning horse is led 
off and a sample of his saliva is taken on a swab 
to be analyzed by chemists in the Racing Commis- 
sion’s laboratory. It is taken for granted (a) that 
the sample is taken; (b) that it is taken from the 
winning horse and (c) that, having been taken, it 
is analyzed. On these three important scores the 
public must take the word of Racing. Nor should 
the dear public listen to stories that France dis- 
carded the saliva test as so much hecus pocus 
some years ago-—even though they’re true. That 
sort of stuff hurts the game and there's nothing 
a racing mogul wouldn't cover up to stop the game 
from being hurt. ‘Therefore, he thinks the soft 
pedal should be applied to all matters dealing 
with the saliva test. He includes the revelation 
last winter by the Maryland State Rac- 
ing Commission that several “positive” 
samples which it had sent to the lab- 
oratory which made its tests in a 
checkup on that bureau's efficiency 
had been returned “negative.” 


Maryland had been sending its 
samples to the laboratory for years 
and had been viewing with growing 
suspicion the paucity of “positives.” At 
that time, Maryland was a horse hop- 
pers’ Paradise where the near-sighted 
stewards could see that some of the 
steeds going to the post were super: 
charged, This prompted Chairman 
George Mahoney of the Maryland Com- 
mission to stimulate several work 
horses on his farm, take samples of 
their saliva and send them off to be | 
tested. The samples came back marked 
“negative.” 

Chairman Mahoney's experiments 
with the saliva test led him to engage 
two prominent chemists to conduct 
Maryland's tests independently of cach 
other. Soon there were astounding re- 
sults. During the November meeting 
at Pimlico, six “positives” were furned 
up under the new system. As Mary- 
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land law provided that a trainer be held re- 
sponsible when one of his horses was found to 
have been stimulated and made a one-year sus- 
pension mandatory, Chairman Mahoney set down 
the five trainers involved (one of them having had 
two positives). Racing fans‘applauded his action. 
Racing Tories, on the other hand, ganged up on 
Mahoney and treated him like one who had be- 
trayed his caste. But when Mahoney thundered 
back at them that he was only starting his rat- 
hunting expedition, the stuffed shirts folded up 
and maintained a discreet silence. As Mahoney 
uncovered other doping cases, Maryland horsemen 
threatened to go on strike and blacklist his state 
if he didn’t stop his “destructive work.” What 
this meant was that the trainers, long accustomed 
to doping horses with impunity, demanded a return 
of the old working conditions. Mahoney answered 
them by revealing that every jockey In a steeple- 
chase race near the end of the Pimlico meeting had 
been involved in a plot to fix the race for a big

time gambler, Stat 
ing names, facts 
and figures’ that 
were trrefutable, 
Mahoney had the lot 

set down for life. 
The Maryland expose 
had now reached the 
point where the Tories 
had to declare them 
selves one way or the 
other, As they couldn't 
come out for larceny, 
they got together and 
drummed up their answer 
to Chairman Mahoney's 

one-man crusade, 

They announced that Spencer Drayton had 
been weaned away from the F. B. Ll. at great ex. 
pense to organize a Bureau of Protection to purge 
the turf of the tniquity which, up to then, they 
had insisted didn’t exist. 

The trainers, meantime, had brought up their 
legal reserves and succeeded in undoing much of 
Mahoney’s good work. Their astute counsel 
proved that the Maryland state law, which held 
trainers responsible automatically when any of 
their horses were found to have been stimulated, 
was unconstitutional. All the suspended trainers, 
therefore, were reinstated, pending a trial. 

Now they're all back training horses again. 


The trainers didn’t help. their case much when 
they vetoed the suggestion that all horses be im- 
pounded for several hours before a race. 


Tom Smith, who trained for Mrs, Elizabeth 
Graham, cosmetician, whose horses were the big- 
gest money winners last year, was charged by 
the New York Racing Commission last_ fall with 
having caused the stimulation of a colt named 
Magnific Duel. Ephedrine was the speed im- 
prover in this case, After a trial, the Commission 
and Jockey Club, meeting jointly, found him 
guilty and set him down for a year. If Smith, 
trainer of the leading stable in the country, was 
guilty of doping horses, one year’s suspension 
was hardly a punishment that fitted the “crime.” 


| *: on the other hand, the ephedrine nasal spray 
which stable attendants were accused of admin- 
istering to some of Mrs, Graham’s horses on 
Smith’s orders was nothing more than a cure for 
a cold with no more stimulative value than a dish 
of weak tea Smith was the victim of a miscarriage 
of justice. He appealed his suspension all the 
way to the Appellate Division which in a recent 
decision upheld the action of the New York Com- 
mission and Jockey Club. Smith's suspension 
will expire soon and he'll be back on the turf, pur- 
suing methods which have brought him remark- 
able success. If anything, his reputation will 


be enhanced when he returns, as a result of the 


publicity his ephedrine-spraying routine received. 
Don Meade was greeted as a hero when he 
made his first appearance on a New York track. 

There is a saying that the turf takes care of 
its own. Cynical horse players are beginning to 
wonder just what interpretation to place on this 
little homily. If their cynicism continues to 
develop, one of these fine days a form student is 
roing to stumble on the only really infallible sys- 
tem for beating the races—a straight, place and 
show .wager that any character set down for be 
traying the public on the race track will be back 
in action within a year or two with the benediction 
of the Jockey Club and Racing Commission.

York's Famous 

Surgeon Erdmann Won't 
Quit Until He Can No 


Longer Go Fishing and Eat 
Corn on the Cob 


HE doctor, operating knife In 
7 hand, paused just a moment as 

he stood over his patient. Then, 
slowly, unerringly, he made his initial 
inf ision, 

Twenty minutes later he finished 
suturing the wound, ‘The appendix 
had been removed, cleanly and neatly, 
and the doctor smiled. This was his 
birthday. He was 82 years old, 

Thus Dr. John F. Erdmann took 
his place among the few professional 
and creative men who have kept on 
with their work at an age that finds 
most humans, if still alive, senile and 
enfeebled. The span of his career as 
a surgeon, 59 years, is only four years 
shorter than the life expectancy of 
the average male. 

Dr. Erdmann is a New York sur- 
geon, successful and happy. The 
scalpel in his hand is steady, his 
eyes, behind glasses, are clear and 
piercing, his mind, always alert, is 
now tempered with the superior 
judgment that usually comes only 
with long experience. He has no 
secret for longevity. 

“I believe strongly in heredity,” 
he says, “My father worked hard, 
until he was 85. My work has been 
interesting—it has never bored me. 

I have no intention of quitting.” 

He doesn't smoke or drink, but 
he points out that this is purely 
incidental, He just doesn’t happen 
to like alcohol or tobacco, 

Dr. Erdmann, quite by accident, 
has found what most people hope 
for. Everyone desires a longer life- 
span; no one, no normal, healthy per- 
son, wants to die. ‘To many, however, 
the fear of feeble old age is secondary 
only to fear of death. Dr. Erdmann 
has not only remained alive for 82 
years, but he still has the energy and 
constitution @fya far younger man. 
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His step is springy, his laugh 
comes easily. and heartily, 
and he feels that he has 
many good years ahead of 
him, 

“When I can no longer eat corn 
on the cob and go fishing,” he says, 
“then I'll be old and ready to die.” 

The strain of life is the malin 
deterrent to longevity, after heredity. 
Dr. Erdmann believes. However, as a 
surgeon, he admits that he has cer- 
tainly had his share of nervous ten- 
sion. “I suppose I’m the exception,” 
he laughs. “I wouldn't recommend 
surgery for those who want to live a 
long and easy life.” 

He made his reputation years ago, 
in the clinics. Often he would begin 
operating in the early afternoon, go 
from patient to patient for six or 
eight hours, He still does clinical 

work, but of a more spe- 
Clalized nature. Hie is 
called in on many consul- 
tations for his diagnostic 
ability. 

History gives an account 
of several men who were, 
and others who are, achiev- 
ing their best work at an 
age when the average per- 
ion is ready for the grave, 


Dr. John F. Erdmann—lf He 
Liked Alcohol and Tobacco 
He'd Use Them. 
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Take George Bernard Shaw, for 
example. The great Irish playwright 
is today as witty as ever, in his 90th 
year. Ina field akin to Dr, Erd- 
mann’s, Chevreul, the famous scien- 
tist, was busy in his laboratory until 
he died, at 103. 

The New York surgeon has another 
year to go before catching up with 
Gladstone. The English statesman 
was prime minister of Great Britain 
at the age of 83.

She was a fat baby, and a fat 
young girl, and now at 36, she 
stands five feet five, weighs away 
beyond 200, and hasn't been able 
to reduce, 

When she was 21 she inherited 
$2,000,000 from her foster mother, and 
she’s just received $10,000,000 more 
from her foster father’s estate. 

She’s living: now in a three-story 
pink, yellow and blue Italian villa, 
bright against the background of New 
England hills. With her are her 
second husband, Joseph A. Hale, and 
her child (born of her first marriage, 
which was to Eligio Del Guercio,) 


Their place is a 330-acre Greenwich 
estate, which also has two other 
houses, a private steeplechase track, 
scores of stables, kennels and a pri- 
vate zoo, and a collection of birds 
which includes rare and brilliant 
tropical specimens, 

Fredericka Fry (she’s still known 
by her maiden name by the towns- 
people) owns and drives five powerful 
cars, but horses interest her more.

As she grew up, she wanted nothing 
to do with Greenwich society people.

That wedding was the only flam- 
boyant episode in Fredericka’s life. 
When she was 20 she had met Del 
Guercio, a Fordham University law 
student, and son of immigrant parents 
with a large family. Soon after she 
was 21, their marriage was arranged 
at the Greenwich estate. 

Fredericka had charge of most of 
the wedding plans herself. She asked 
a clerk at a local hotel, a bartender 
and a Greenwich tradesman to attend 
to details, gave them a check for $10,- 
000 and told them to start. The final 
wedding cost was $30,000. 


On the morning of the wedding 
the bride awoke to find that her 
father, John Fry, internationally 
known painter, had prepared a sur- 
prise for her; during the night he had 
turned out a crew to spray all the 
trees leading up the driveway to the 
Fry home with silver. It was a sur- 
prise which she could hardly stand; 
the silvered trees seemed to her an 
ostentation she could not bear. If 
her foster father didn’t have them 
de-silvered before the wedding guests 
arrived, she said, she wouldn't speak 

to him again.

Four truck loads of champagne, 
ordered by Mr. Fry, rolled in, and the 
food was in keeping with champagne 
tradition. ‘The bride and bridegroom 
set off happily on a honeymoon at 
Mr. Fry’s notable home, Villa Charles 
Garnier, on the Italian Riviera. 

Before the year was out, a son was 
born to them, and named Eligio Del 
Guercio Jr. Four months later, on 
December 29, 1932, Fredericka sued 
for divorce, charging “Terrible 
crueHty” and declaring her husband 
said her fatness made him ashamed 
to go out with her in public. Her 
husband, now a lawyer in New York, 
didn’t contest the action and consented 
to her custody of the child. 


In 1940 she met Joseph Hale, of 
London, who had been sent to this 
country by the British government 
to buy horses for the British army. 
They were married the same year. 

The Fry family money came to it 
through Fredericka’s foster mother. 
Mrs, Fry was of a family controlling 
a large industry. When she died at 
57 in Peking, China, she willed $2,000,- 
000 to Fredericka on her becoming 21, 
and left a life interest in the estate 
to her husband, stipulating that on 
his death it was to go to Fredericka. 


Now Mr. Fry’s death brings her 
the $10,000,000 estate and Fredericka 
says it won't make any difference in 
her quiet way of life in the villa in 
Connecticut and on the Riviera.

/ ICKING on Proverbs” as re- 
!Proriea by Warren Hall in The 
American Weekly of February 
17 created a furore in my classes the 
following day, Students came to 
school carrying the page cut 
out, 

They laid it on my desk 
and asked one question, “How. 
Come?” It was for me a busy 
day explaining and defending 
my pet project—a proverb a 
day makes teaching pay. 

You see I have begun my 
class work every day for the 
past 18 years by writing a 
proverb on the blackboard. My 
arguments have always been 
in favor of the proverb and 
now comes along Mr. War- 
ren Hall whose article is 
so convincingly written 
that much skepticism has 
arisen in my classes, 

To begin at the begin- 
ning, 25 years ago I was 
teaching in a high school 
in a small Oklahoma city. On the 
outskirts of the city was a small col- 
lege where an English professor was 
making quite a name for himself in 
the local community. On Investiga- 
tion I learned that he began every 
lecture and classroom session with a 
proverb, 

Several years later after I had 
been teaching in Chicago for some 
time, I decided to adopt the proverb 
method and give it a try. The re 
sponse and enthusiasm with which 
the method was received was beyond 
anything I had hoped for, 

I recall one lad who took part in 
ihe invasion of Italy.

rail of a landing boat when the order 
came-to jump. He told me: “It was 
dark, the surface of the water was 
some 10 or 12 feet below, its depth 
was uncertain, I stood there para- 
lyzed until your proverb, ‘Fortune 
favors the bold and abandons the 
timid,’ popped into my head, That 
made it easy for me to take the 
plunge and off I went, Scarcely two 
minutes later the ship was blown to 
pleces with a well-placed shell.

The proverb, “Ambition never 
looks behind,” served another boy 
well. After 18 months in Iceland he

The baby, a daughter whom they named Joyce, 
was born in July, 1931. 


HREE years later, Laura having stuck to Gos-

Gosden became enamoured of Mrs. Lydia San- 
born, 18, estranged wife of an unemployed baker.

Hearing 
this, she buried her face In her hands and bepan 
to weep, 

“IT loved Louis and intended to marry him as 
soon as IT got a divorce,” she sald. “I loved him 
but at the same time there was something about 
him that always made me afraid, and my parents 
and brother warned me against associating with 
him.” 

Her brother, Joe Camera, said that Gosden 
seemed to have a atrange influence over Lydia 
“Hie would beat her and we would bring her to 
our home,” he told Olney. “But when he came for 
her she always went back with him. She couldn't 
seem to help herself.” 

Investigation showed that Gosden had visited 
the drug store of Ross Logan In Oakland on Sept 
27 and bought a quantity of strychnine, signing 
his name on the poison register as “L. N. Lar- 
son.’ “IT need it for rats,” he had said 

The grimmest discovery of all was an entry 
Cosden had made in a memorandum book he car- 
ried. Immediately after Laura's death. Ile wrote: 

“Took care of Babe.” 


HE process of taking care of Louis speeded up. 

Laura’s body was exhumed lates in February 
and found to contain traces of strychnine. Gosden 
had to admit that he had purchased strychnine, 
but insisted that it had been for rats. Asked why 
he had given an assumed name, he replied: 

“Well, I didn’t want people to know that I'd 
bought poison.” 

Police officers had found an empty poison 
bottle in the basement of his home. Why had he 
thrown It there? “IT didn’t want my daurchter to 
take the stuff by mistake,” he explained.

Good Lighting in the Home

A narrow shade restricts 
the light. Be sure your 
shades are wide enough to 
diffuse an adequate pool of 
light instead of concen- 
trating it in one spot.* No 
shade on a table or floor 
lamp should be less than 12 
inches in diameter.
